"Best of all," states Mrs. How­ 

ard, "I've begun to believe in 
people. Years of contact, with 
the public through waitress work 
made me doubt that, most people 
had much heart, now 1 know 
differently. Most people want to 
help," she adds.

Though not everyoyine hag had 
 uch an experience as Mrs. How­ 
ard, the Welcome Wagon tries 
its beet to breech the gap of lone­ 
liness a stranger often confronts.

Mrs. Howard is pulling hard 
for the group's membership 
drive planned for February. Duea 
of $2 a year entitle any new­ 
comer to join and make frinnds.
